CALLOUSEO, ‘MISERABLE 
CANTING AND DAMNABLE 


‘Whose Are Some of the Epithets He 
Applied to the Republicans..

Philippines. 


Washington, January 30.—Today’s ses- 
Bion of the senate was entirely void of 
the tymultuous scenes which character- 
ized the sessions of the past three days. 
After the Philippine tariff measure was 
taken up at 2 o’clock Mr. Tillman deliver- 
€d @ speech, devoted almost entirely to 
a@ discussion of the past. The debate took 
in the war of independence. Incidentally 
he weferred occasionally to the pending 
bill, drawing morals, as he said, for the 
Benefit of the majority that they might 
be applied to the present trouble in the 
Philippines and to this government's 
treatment of the Filipinos. At the con- 
clusion of Mr. Tillman’s speech Mr. Mor- 
gan took the floor in order that he might 
proceed at 2 o'clock tomorrow with his 
Proposed discussion of an amendment 
which he has offered to the pending bill. 

The South Carolina senator said he had 
little intention to discuss, except in an in- 
cidental way, the Philippine tariff bill. 
He desired, he said, to continue the dis- 
cussion of the ‘‘very interesting histori- 
cal subject,” which had been brought tu 
tthe attention of the senate by Mr. Money, 
of Mississippi. He would have had some- 
thing to say about the matter yesterday 
had not Mr. Lodge employed what he con- 
sidered ungracious tactics. These tactics 
‘were supplemented by other republican 
senators, he said, and “my gallant young 
friend from Indiana (Mr. Beveridge) leap- 
ed into the arena and charged the mi- 
nority with conspiracy and obstruction. 
Money a-Pienty for Carpetbaggers. 

“The Philippine tariff bill,”” he contin- 
ued, ‘is very important from the stand- 
‘ “wh propose to Purse “ré- 
lentlessly and remorselessly the present 
Philippine policy, although the senator 
from Utah (Mr. Rawlins) has shown that 
there is now over there plenty of money 
for the carpetbaggers to spend.” 

Discussing the historical subject raised 
yesterday, Mr. Tillman said: 

“IT am glad that Massachusetts has one 
representative in this chamber—even if 
South Carolina has only cne’’—he inter- 
polated significantly—‘‘who stands for ths 
principles upon which this government 
was founded, those principles which con- 
etitute the true road to liberty.” 

He then entered upon an elaborate ac- 
count of the part South Carolina took in 
tim. war for the independence of the col- 
onies, although he said he was ill-pre- 
pared to do so great a subject justice. 
While Mr. Tillman was tpeaking other 
senators engaged in a conversation among 
themselves. 

To this Mr. Tillman objected because 
of the interruption and he requested 
those thus engaged to retire to the cloak 
rooms. For once he was, he said, mak- 
ing a speech for home consumption. 

“Of ‘ourse,’”’ he said, ‘‘the senators on 
the repablican side are noi interested. J 
cou“i hardly hope to reach on such a sub- 
ject the minds and hearts of the calloused 
majority—the commercialized, money 
grabbing, money loving majority, as such 
a subject js not in consonance with the 
miserable, canting, damnable attitude 
which that party is now assuming.”

MADDOX POUGHT 0 LAST 


Against .the Bill Establishing Per- 
manent Census Bureau. 


AIDS COTTON SPECULATORS 
Georgian Believes Annual Collection 


of Cotton Statistics Is in 
Their Interest. 


Washington, January 30.—The house to- 
day passed the bill for the creation of -a 
permanent census bureau. The friends of 
the civil service law who were opposed 
to making the employees of the bureau 
eligible for transfer or retention . were 
overwhelmingly defeated. By the terms 
of the bill the permanent organization 
will succeed the present temporary or- 
ganization July 1, 1902, and all employees 
on the rolls upon “the* date of the pas- 
sage of the act will become eligible for 
transfer to other departments or reten- 
tion in the permanent organization... The 
bill also provides for a manufacturing 
census in 190% and for the collection of 
certain special steiisties annually. 

During: the discussion of the bill Mr. 
Maddox, of Georgia, expressed the opin- 
ion that the proposed collection of an- 
nual statistics upon cotton under the bill 
Was in the interest of the speculators 

‘I am sorry to hear a gentleman from 
the south express such an opinion,” ob- 
served Mr. Hopkins. ‘The collection of 
these statistics will be for the benefit of 
the planter, manufacturer and laborer.” 

Mr. Klutz, of North Carolina, advocates 
the passage:of the bill, urging the pro- 
vision for the annual collection of cotton 
statistics as an especial reason why the 
bill should commend itself to the mem- 
bers from the cotton growing states. 

Mr. Maddox, of Georgia, demanded the 
eyes and noés upon the passage of the 
bill, but only eleven members seconded 
the demand and the bill was passed with- 
out division.

OVED BY LOVE OF MURDERERS, 


WIFE OF WARDEN FREES THEM 


Pittsburg, Pa., January 30.—Aided by the 
wife of the jailer, who had become in- 
fatuated with one of them, Edward and 
John Biddle, awaiting execution in the 
county jail for the murder of Grecer 
Thomas D. Kahney, of Mount Washing- 
ton, overpowered the guards at 4 »’clock 
this morning and escaped. Both prison- 
ers had been provided with saws with 
which they cut the bars in their cells 
and were ready at any moment to make 
Gn opening sufficiently large to pass 
through. The prisoners occupied adjoin- 
fng cells on the second range. They had 
evidently been preparing for escape for 
some time, as both were «armed with re- 


volvers. 
Guards Are Overcome. 


* Shortly before 4 o'clock one of the Bid-: 


fies called to James McGeary, who had 
charge of the outside gates, end arked for 
some cramp medicine in a hurry, saying 
his brother was dangercusly sick. Me- 
Geary hastened to the cell with the med- 
leine, when John Biddle sprang through 
the opening in the cell, and, seizing the 
guard arourd the waist, hurled him over 
the railing to the stcne flocr beneath, a 
distance of 16 feet. 
Bdadward Biddle joined his brother im- 
mediately and both, with drawn revolvers, 
_ hurried to the first floor, where they met 
‘There were but three men on duty and 
the third was on one of the upper

ranges. He was ordered down at the 
point of the pistol ard the three guards 
were put in the dungeon. 

The keys were taken from McGeary 
ana the two prisoners had a clear field. 
The only persons who witnessed the eas- 
cape were prisoners, who could not in- 
terfere or give’ an alarm. The Biddles 
went to the wardrobe where the guards 
kept their clothing, and each put on a 
new sit. They then unlocked the outside 
gates and passed out into the street. 

The escape was not discovered until the 
daylight guards came on duty at 6 o'clock. 
They were informed by prisoners where 
the night guards had been put, and they 
were soon released and sent to the ho- 
meopathic hospital. 

Jailer’s Wife Infatuated. 

The escape of the Biddles was explained 
by Warden Peter K. Soffel, who said 
he believed that his wife was responsible 
for the furnishing of the revclvers and 
saws to the Biddles, which enabled them 
to escape. 

In her infatuation for the handsome 
flesperado, Edward Biddle, it is alleged 
that she left her husband and her children, 
and it is supposed was.to meet the. es- 
caped convicts at a place agreed upon: 

The story of the matter is brief. Mrs. 
Soffel was the only person admitted to 
the jail since last Sunday. Yesterday af- 
ternoon she visited the Biddles during the 
warden’s absence. 

Last evening she retired at 9 o'clock. 
She told her husband that she was’ gcing 
to visit a sister at McDonald, and that 
she would rotire early so that she could 
get an early start. Warden Soffel was 


about the jail until after 12 o'clock. He 
retired to his room, which is separate 
from Mrs. Soffel’s, . shortly before 1 
o'clock. 

When he awoke he asked for Mrs. Sof- 
fel and was informed that she was ab- 
sent. Later when the details of the es- 
cape became known he telephoned to Mc- 
Donald, and was informed that Mrs. Soffel 
was not there. Warden Soffel immedinte- 
ly made a frank coniession of his suspi- 


cions. 
What the Jailer Says. 

Werden Soffel, in discussing the escape 

of the Biddles tcday in the cffice of the 
jail, said: . 
“I believe my wife furnished the weap- 
ons to the Biddles and assisted ihem to 
escape. This is adn awful! thing, but I 
am only telling the whole truth. My 
wife was not In bed when I was awakened 
this morning and I have not seen her 
sirce. She is gon2--God oniy knows 
where. I said I would lay everything 
bare and I am doing it. This is the 
worst blow of all, but I believe it is true. 
I did not suspect her and hence was oft 
my guard. But she is gone and the sus- 
picion of assisting in the delivery by fur- 
nishing the weapons rests upon her.” 

He broke down and wept when speak- 
ing of his wife’s.actions. 

The friends of Mrs. Soffel beHeve that 
she could not have been in her right 
mind when she aided in the escape of the 
Biddles. For some years she has been 
an invalid and about cne year ago she 
was semt to a sarnitarium. She came 
back very much improved, but the long 
and pal.

z Mrs. Dunbar Talks. 

“I am a telegraph operator, and came 
to Atlanta last Tuesday'a week ago from 
Charleston, W. Va. I was employed on 
a coal company’s ralilircad there, but 
business. becoming slack, I was put off. 
My home is in Edby, Wis. I have been 
in the south before, and during the Span- 
ish war wo-ked fcr the Western Unton 
Telegraph Compary in Macon. I came 
to Atlanta in search of a position, and 
cbtained board at the residence of the 
Butchers. I told him my occupation, and 
paid him my bozrd in full. He says he 
had me arrested because I misrepresent- 
ed myself, which I certainly did not do. 

“While at the house I overheard con- 
versations and saw things that led me 
1 to believe Butcher, Sarpy and Dobson 
were in crooked work. When Sarpy was 
arrested, Dobson was in an upstairs room, 
and as soon as dark came he left. Later 
I saw Butcher destroy a syspicious look- 
ing instrument, syme acid, scme silk 
paper end break a glass. This was dohe 
at the urgent reqvcst of Dobson. 

“Butcser is blind, end after Dobson 
left,, a letter came from him to Butcher 
from Tallulah Falls. Butcher's little girl 
always reads his mail to him, but she 
was absent when the letter came, and he 
requested me to read it. The letter in- 
etructed Butcher to employ a !awyer for 
Sarpy, and stated further that ir money 
was needed to call on him (Dobson). Af- 
ter I had read a portion, Butcher realized 
who i: was from and snatched it from my 
hands. ‘You need not read any more of 
it,’ he said. ‘It’s rot the letter I thought 
it was. I'll get my daugPter to read it.’ 

“When I went to Griffin Butcher asked 
me to sell some perfume for him, but on 
reaching there I found I would have to 
pay a license to do so, and I did not try 
to make a stale. I returned the perfume 
to him. I went to Griffin in search of a 
position.

CHARGE WAS CONDUCT 
UNBECOMING AN OFFICER 


Captain Is Said To Have Used Pro- 
fane Language While on Duty 
at the Station — Opposed 
To Being Changed 
About. 


Captain John A. Thompson, in charge 
of the evening watch of the police force, 
was yesterday suspended for ten days by 
The charge on 
which the suspersion was made is con- 
duct unbecoming an officer. The suspen- 
sion went into effect yesterday. 

The specific charge against Captain 
Thompson is that he used profanity in 
the police station. It is said the offensive 
language was precipitated by a conversa- 
tlon in the station, during which the re- 
mark was made that Captain Thompson 
was to be put on the morning watch. it 
is stated that the captain became anger- 
ed at this and made the assertion that he 
would quit before he would be changed 
about in such a manner. The language 
with which he expressed his feeling is 
said t> have been anything but mild. 

The matter was reported to Chief Ball, 
and he summoned the captain to appear 
at his cffice yesterday at noon. At that 
time Captain Thompson was informed 
that he would be given the alternative of 
a trial before the board of police com- 
missioners or a‘ten-day suspension. The 
captain anncunced that he would take a 
trial before the board, and Chief Ball in- 
structed Clerk Patterson to formula 
the charges. 

Captain Thompscn left the office, but a 
few minutes later returned and stated 
that he hac changed his mind--that he 
would take the ten days’ suspension. The 
work on the charges was accordingly 
stopped and an order announcing the sus- 
pension was drawn and displayed in the 
office of the staticn scrgeant. 


Brenning on Evening Watch. 
Chief Ball also issued an order placing 
Sergeant Casper Brenning in command 
of the evening watch. Acting Captain 
Brenning in turn appointed Patrolman B. 
C.. White acting sergeant in his sted. 
The evening watch went on duty yester- 
day afternoon with these officers in com- 
mand. ; 
Chief Ball, when questicned about the 
matter last night, said: 
‘I regret very much that ‘it became 


necessary for, me “to suspend Captain ,

As he stepped into his car- 
riage it was surrounded by hundreds of 
cheering men, women and chi'dren; whé 
riessed around nim eager to shake his 
rand. 

The day’s programme for the entertain- 
ment of the admiral consisted of a visit 
to the Girls’ High school, followed by a 
breakfast at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Henge T. Jefferson, a trip to the toBacco 
brakes, a luncheon at the Pendennis Club 
and in the afternoon a visit to the Ma- 
scnic home and the Industrial School of 
Reform. 

The chief event, however, was the 
Templars’ recepticn and ball at the Galt 
hcuse tonight. Several hundred uniformed 
knights and their ladies were present and 
the ball room of the notel was elaborately 
decorated.

Washington, January 390.—‘The com- 
ment” of Judge Advocate General Lem- 
ley and Solicitor Hanna upon the appeal 
of Admiral Schley, as submitted to the 
president by Secretary Long, begins 
with the statement that Admiral Schley 
and his counsel have shifted their 
ground. They say the chief features of 
the case were ‘the retrograde move- 
ment.” “disobedience of orders,”’ ‘“inace 
curate and misleading official reports,” 
“failure to destroy vessels of the enemy 
lying within sight,” and “injustice to & 
brother officer.” These matters are all 
grave. 

The first was that the finest aggrega- 
tion of American naval vessels under 
one command was, by Schiey'’s direc- 


tion, turned about and headed for Key 


West, more than 700 miles distant, when 
within 22 miles of Santiago, where the 
enemy's ships were. 

The second was that Schley deliberate- 
ly and knowingly disobeyed the secre- 
tary’s order overtaking him in his retro- 
grade movement. . 

The third was that Schley’s reason, of- 
fered officially, for the retrograde move- 
ment and disobedience of orders, f. @, 
“that the fixing squadron was short of 
coal,”” was not true. 

The fourth was that for three days 
some of the Spanish ships Jay within 
reach of the flying squadron and no 
sufficient effort was made to destroy 
them. :

Ferry Boat Is Struck by Tug in

HUNDREDS: WERE IN PERIL 


Ferry Boat Careened ened and It Was 
Feared She Would Turn Turtle. 
Women Fainted. 


New York, January 30.—The, Jersey 
Central railroad ferry. boat Central was 
run into by a railroad tug in the North 
river during a*snow storm today. . There 
were 500 passengers on the ferry boat, 
of which about 100 were women. 

The Central found it.very heavy .going 
in the storm and. was feeling her way 
slowly out in midstream. When about 
a quarter of a mile out of her slip at 
Communipaw tke ferry crashed into one 
of the heavy tis of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, having hg, tow a float carrying a 
dozen loaded freight cars. Before the 
‘Gentral could. reverse her power the 
tug had forged its way through the light 
woodwork that covers the ladies’ cabin 
and the women ‘tmside were panic-strick- 
en. 
Their shrieks, combined with the crack- 
ling sound of the breaking timbers, quick- 
ly brought a number of the men passen- 
gers over to thelr side of the boat. The 
men rushed over so quickly that the 
Central careened and it was feared for a 
second that she would turn turtle. 

The Central's running gear was not 
damaged, however, and she soon righted 
herself and proceeded to her New York 
slip. Twelve of the women passengers 
fainted during the excitemert, but they 
were soon revived. No one was badly 
hurt. 

The snow, which began falling here 
yesterday morning, continued through the 
night and today. Usually a heavy snow 
ties up or badly delays traffic in this city, 
but as the storm began in daylight . the 
elevated and surface roads were able 
to keep the tracks clear and practically 
all lines are running on schedule time. It 
was very thick on the bay, however,

INSURGENTS BROKEN UP 
INTO-YERY SMALL BANDS 


‘General Chaffee Says That the War 
Will be Over in a Short While 
| Save. on the Island of 
‘Samar, 


“= 
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Manila, January °30.—The general out- 
look for pacification in the archip2lago, 
eferywhere outside the island of Samar, 
has never been more favorable since the 
original outbreak of the Filipino insur- 
rection than at the present time. The 
insurgents have been broken up _ into 
small bands and are everywhere fleeing 
for shelter. They surrender daily, are 
captured or are Killed. 

The policy of reconcentration and the 
stern measure of clcsing the ports to 
commerce have accomplished everything 
expected of them. General Chaffee still 
hopes that by the end of February the 
island of Samar alone will remain net 
pacified. Those provinces bordering on 
the provinces of Batangas and Lagun1, 
in southern Luzon, have been patrolled 
by the netive constabulary, who have 
done excellent work. 

The members of the United States Phil- 
ippine commission are proud of this con- 
stabulary, which was organized follow- 
ing their suggestion, and the greatest 
care is exercised in the selection of offi- 
cers of this force. During the past montana 
eighty-two military posts have been 
handed over to the native constabulary. 

General Chaffee has taken effective 
steps to make sure that there will be no 
friction between the military and civil 
authorities. The most positive orders 
have been issued to all military com- 
manders to cooperate in every way with 
the civil authorities, without relaxing in 
eeverity when there is occasion to deal 
with active insurgents. 

Washington, January  230.—Secretary 
Long today received the following cable- 
gram from Rear Admiral Remey, at Ca- 
vite, concerning the march of the marines 
across Samer: . 

“Details Wallers’ expedition across Sa- 
mar not yet received.

This declaration was made from the 
Supremé court bench Wédnesday evening 
by Chief Justice Whitfield in affirming 
the death sentence in a murder case, 
and it is thoroughly in line with the pol- 
icy that is being followed by the court 
at this term. Since last October the 
court has sentenced over a dozen men to 
death, and many more are pending which 
will probably be dealt with Hkewise. 
Reversals ag® practically impossible to se- 
cure on purely technical grounds, and 
this court has dealt out more death 
than any of its predecessors. 

Three death sentences. were affirmed 
yesterday, and the three hangings will 
take place on the same day, March 11. 
The first affirmation was by Associate 
Justice Calhoon in the case of. Chris 
Williams, convicted of murder in 
Lowndes county. Associate Justice Ter- 
ral read the death decision in the cele- 
brated ecase of John J. Sasser, a Lin- 
coln county outlaw, now confined in the 
Hinds county jail, and the affirmation 
in the case of Jake Gilmore, convicted of 
killing his wife in Jones county, was read 
by Chief Justice Whitfield. 

Another notable criminal case affirmed 
was that of Willis Love, convicted of 
murder in Kemper county and sent to 
the penitentiary for life. 

An important decision affecting the 
revenue laws of the state and in which 
a dissenting opinion was read by Justice 
Calhoon was that of Wirt Adams, state 
revenue agent, vs. C. H. Charke, from 
the circuit court of ~“Yasoo. county. 
Carke had given in $5,000 in solvent cred- 
its for assessment, and the revenue agent 
unearthed the fact that he possessed $10,- 
000 1g solvent credits and had intentional- 
ly undervalued his holdings. The revenue 
agent lost the suit in the lower court, 
but the cause is now reversed and re- 
manded. The plea of res adjudicata was 
denied by Justice Whitfield. 

The supreme court reversed the Wwer 
court decision in the case of the Western 
Union vs. Hall, wherein suit was brought 
for delay in the delivery of -a telegram. 
The court held that actual damages only 
Should have beén allowed.

CHILEANS ARE STILL SULKY. 


Refuse To Applaud President—To 
Improve the Waterways. 
Mexico City, January 30.—At this after- 
noon's session of the Pan-American con- 
gress resolutions of thanks to Presid2nt 
Diaz, to the Mexican public funcfionaries, 
to Senor Raigosa, president of the confer- 
ente, and officers of the conference in 

general were passed by the delegates. 

Senor Raigosa, in giving thanks, dwelt 
at length upon what the conference had 
done in promoting arbitration. and his 
remarks were distasteful to the Chileans, 
who were the only delegates that did not 
applaud at the conclusion of the speech.

3. To organize an international bureau 
whose'mission will be to compile the data 
obtained as a result of the explorations, 
and to submit.to the interested govern- 
ments & general project for establishing 
eommunication between the hydrograph- 
ical bases in question.

GOVERNMENT LOST ON TARIFF. 


Defeated in Reichstag Tariff Com- 
mittee by Five Votes. 

Berlin, January 30.—The government 
was defeated today in the tariff commit- 
tee of the reichstag by 15 votes to 10 on 
the amendment of Herr Camp, conserv- 
ative, requiring the production of certifi- 
cates of origin of all goods subject to 
duties differing 1n amount according to 
the country where they are manufac- 
tured. Failing the production of certifi- 
cates of origin, the duty shall be imposed 
except in cases where no doubt exists 
that the goods were.made in a country 
entitled to lower rates, in which casé 
certificates may be dispensed with. 

The committee voted on this amend- 
ment immediately after Count Posadow- 
skv-Wehner, the imperial secretary of 
state for the interior, speaking for the 
government, had said: 

“The federated governments cannot 
accept any provision making certificates 
of origin an ordinary requirement. I re- 
gret that the committee is devoting so 
much time to. discussing amendments 
that cannot become law.’”’

Will Produced by Patrick.

THE ORIGINAL WILL IS BARRED 


Recorder Goff Will Not Allow It To 


Be Presented by the 
Prosecution. 


New York, January 30.—When Recorder 
Goff closed court for the day in the trial 
of Albert F. Patrick fop th@ murder of 
William Marsh Rice he had for the tenth 
time ruled out the admission of the Rice 
will of 1896, which the prosecution has 
been trying to get into the record. 

Following the evidence of Banker Nor- 
man 8. Meldrim, who was again on the 
stand today, that the signature to the 
assignment of Mr. Rice’s estate to Pat- 
rick was a forgery and that the signa- 
ture to the 189 will was genuine, came 
the testimony of Joseph L. Blinn, of 
Springfield, Mass., a nephew of the dead 
man. Mr. Blinn told of Being summoned 
to New York by.ePatrick and said the 
latter told him he (Blinn) was to get 
$30,000 of the estate under the 1900, or 
Patrick, will. Cross-examination of Mr. 
Rlinn by counsel for the defense brought 
out that there was an arrangement by 
which witness was to derfve $75,000 from 
the Rice institute if the 1896 will were 
probated. Under the 1896 will Mr. Blinn’s 
share was $5,000. Witness said that the 
arrangement was in writing. It came 
from Colonel Joseph Rice, William Marsh 
Rice's nephew, and he (Blinn) had signed 
the paper. 

Two Texans testified today. They were 
Emanuel Raphael, secretary and man- 
ager of the Houston clearing house and 


Arthur B. Cohn, clerk and agent of W. 
M. Rice at Houston. Mr. Raphael told 
of the plans for the Rice institute. He 
swore he was familiar -with Rice's sig- 
nature and that the signatures on the 
checks, the assignment of the Rice estate 
to Patrick and the paper which revoked 
Captain Baker’s right to Rice’s safety 
deposit box wére forgeries. 

Mr. Cohn swore the signatures: to the 
1900 will, the checks and the assignment 
were not genuine. 

Mr. Raphael said that under an agree- 
ment with Rice the rents from certain 
property were to be accumulated until 
there should be sufficient to erect the in 
stitution building. None of the real estate 
was to be sold until after Rice’s death, 
A paragraph of the charter of the Rice 
institute was read showing it was pro. 
vided that the trustees should not re- 
ceive compensation for their services. Un- 
der the will of 1900 these trustees were 
to be paid. Mr. Raphael never knew of 
Patrick as an advisor of Rice. He re- 
ceived a letter from the old man about 
a week before his death. Mr. Raphael 
said he was paying teller and bank cash- 
ier for fourteen years in Houston and 
had had to pass upon Mr. Rice’s signature 
on checks more than a hundred times. 
Mr. Osborne showed ‘the. Swenson checks. 
the assignment and the revocation of 
Saptain Baker’s right to go to Rice's 
safe deposit vault. He declared that none 
of these bere a genuine signature of W. 
M. Rice. 

A large part of the afternoon was de- 
voted to the testimony of the newspaper 
reporters to whom Patrick gave a state- 
ment of the case before his arrest and 
further evidence as to the safe deposit 
box and its contents.

WORKMEN OPPOSE 


They Don’t Want Them Admitted 
to United States. 
Washington, January 30.4The hearings 
on Chinese exclusion were continued 1to- 
day before the house committee on for- 
eign affairs. H. R. Fuller, in behalf of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Employees, 
spoke in favor of strict exclusion. He 
said the objection to the Chinese, from 
the labor standpoint, was that they come 
into competition with American workmen, 
the- Chinese having such habits of cheap 
living that they work for wages which 
respectable American workmen could not 
afford to take. Andrew Furusuth, of the 
Seamen's Union, San Francisco, gave the 
extent of Chinese labor on the Pacific 
coast, showing that they practically mo- 
nopolized the labor fleld in the sain mn 
canning industry, and were competing 
with American labor in cigarmaking, 
tailoring, laboring and many other 
branches. He said the Chinese worker 
in thesg cases accepted wages so much 
fower than the white man that the for- 

mer secured the work. 

Mr. Furusuth said the labor organiza- 
tions would not be satisfied with any 
bill which did not pretect American 
workmen from Chinese coming from the 
Philippines as welt as from China.

New Act in the Philippines Is Very

FREE SPEECH UNDER BAN 


Even To Advocate Separation of the 
Islands from United States Is 
Forbidden. ; 


Washington, January 30.—Senator Raw- 
lings today introduced in the senate a 
resolution making inquiry of the secre~ 
tary of war whether the new treason act 
in the Philppines was passed by the 
Philippine commission. The resolution 
cites a circular purporting -to give the 
language of the act. 

One provision makes the concealment of 
treason against the Philippines or the 
United States punishable by a fine of 
$1,000 and imprisonment for Seven years; 
another provides a fine of $2,000 and im- 
prisonment tor two years for uttering 
seditious words, and a third provides a 
fine of $1,000°and imprisonment for one 
year for persons belonging to secret so- 
cieties having for their object the promo- 
tion of treason. 

Another prohibition is against advo- 
cating the independence of the Philip- 
pines or their separation from the United 
States, whether by peaceable or for ble 
means. bi 

A penalty for the infraction of this re- 
quirement is a fine of $2,000 and imprison- 
ment for a year. The resolution went 
over for future consfieration.

Losses in Arkansas Alone Will Reach 


Into the Miliions—Little Rock ~ 


Is Cut Off from Wire Com- 
munication with the 
World., 


Little Rock, Ark., January 3.—Tele- 
‘@raph and telephone lines are prostrated, 
irailway traffic interrupted and business 
‘practically at a standstill as the results 
‘of an unprecedented sleet storm in many 
portions of Arkansas. Advices from 
Jonesboro, Pine Bluff and many other 
points indicate that the property damage 
is heavy. 

In Little Rock the losses to mercantile 
stocks and buildings will reach $600,000. 
The damage was due to the storm of 
sicet, snow and rain which prevailed 
from Tuesday morning until after day- 
light WedneSday. The sleet fe to a 
depth of about 6 inches and immediately 
packed into a solid mass of ice. The 
weight was too much for the roofs of 
both business houses and residences and 
the inevitable happened. The roofs sag- 
ged and the seams of the tin on roofs of 
that kind, being separated, a melting 
mass ran through. 

Communication cannot be had with 
many parts of the state, and it is be- 
lieved that when belated reports are in 
the damage will foot up intg the millions. 
It is the worst visitation’ of the Kind 
in the history of Arkansas. 

No Improvement at Louisville. 
‘Louisville, Ky., January 30.—Although 
the sleet and rain have ceased falling, 
the conditions resulting from the severe 
storm of Tuesday night and Wednesday 
have not materially improved. Tele- 
@raph communication between Louisville 
and the south is still cut off and the tel- 
egraph companies promise little relief 
within the next few hours. Trains are 
delayed and street car traffic, though 
open, is still slow. Reports from the 
state are delayed owing to lack of tele- 
graph facilities, but it is feared the loss 
to fruit and shade trees will be heavy, 
while many manufacturing plants in va- 
rious parts of Kentucky are idle owing 
to breaks in the wires of the electric 
companies which supply the power. 

Communication Cut Off. 

Nashville, Tenn., January 30.—All kinds 
of wire communication, which was al- 
ncst entirely suspended yesterday morn- 
ing in some parts of Keitucky, Tennes- 
se®, Arkansas and Texas on account of 
a heavy sle*t storm, has not yet. been 
resumed. The telegraph and telephone 
corr.panies have started g. rgs of men in 
verious directions to rebuild their wires. 
The prostration is the most complete 
kncwn in years, Arkansas being isolated 
as far as gelegraph communication {is 
concerned.

Frankfort, Ky: January 3.—At 11:3 
o’clock the jury in the case of Jim How- 
ard, on trial for the assassination of 
William Goebel, returned a verdict of 
guilty against the prisoner and fixed his 
punishment at life imprisonment. 

The jury was out a little over two 
hours. It is said that the first ballot in 
the jury room resulted in favor of a ver- 
dict of guilty. 

The next ballot was on the question 
of punishment and then seven jurors 
voted for life imprisonment and five for 
the death sentence. 

One by one those favoring the death 
penalty came over till all twelve voted 
for a lifa sentence. Howard's attorney 
Says an appeal will be made.

More 
than one hundred poles of the local tel- 
ephone company are down and its serv- 
ice is practically suspended. The tele- 
graph companies have suffered severely. 
The streets are almost impassable from 
fallen trees and limbs. The aggregate 
property loss is more than $50,000 to the 
present time. 

Paducah Is Paralyzed. 

Paducah, Ky., January 30.—Paducah is 
practically paralyzed. For the first time 
in two days a telegraph wire is in opera- 
tion here tonight. Trains are many' 
hours late and nothing can be heard 
from them. The city is without light 
or motive power, and it will be several 
day before the confusion can be dis- 
pelled. The total damage probably will 
amount to $200,000. The damage to stocks 
of merchandise from water forced 
through the roofs by the sleet and ice 
will amount to more than $100,000. The 
Cumberland Telephone Company is prob- 
ably the heaviest sufferer. One hundred 
and seventy-five of its poles were broken 
down by frozen wires and every street 
in the city has been a mass of tangled 
wires, which caused an order to shut off 
all electricity. The fire alarm system 
is ruined and men on horseback patrol 
the aity to carry alarms to the stations. 
Extra policemen are on duty to protect 
the business houses from thieves 

Frankfort Is in Danger. 

Frankfort, Ky., January 30.—Frankfort 
tonight is threatened with the worst 
flood in her history. The Kentucky river 
continues to rise at a rate of 10 inches 
an hour. Lower parts of the city are 
already submerged, forcing occupants of 
houses in that part of the city to the up- 
per stories, and the biggest part of the 
flood, the 30-foot rise from Beattyvilile, 
has not yet reached here. Addded to 
this, rain began falling tonight, and if it 
should continue and take the heavy coat 
of snow and sleet off at once the resul+ 
would be far more serious than the nig 
rise of 1884, which wrought grea: damage 
and suffering. Electric light and power 
are gone, and great havee hes peen 
Plaved with trees and other property.

IBLKS EXPLAINS HIS ACTION 


Officers from Duty. 


THIRD REGIMENT’S QUARREL 


People of Montgomery Say the Gov- 
ernor Took the Right Method 
To Straighten Affairs. 


Mohtgomery, Ala., January 30.—(Specia!) 
In an interview today Governor Jelks 
says: 

“The statement that I have assumed 
command of the Third rogiment is hard- 
ly correct. I am no more in command 
of the Third than I am of the other 
regiments. On account of the disorgan- 
ized condition of the Third regiment I 
have reljeved all fleld and staff officers 
from present duty. This action was taken 
solely in the interest of the Alabama 
nationasé guard. I cannot tell how long 
the present condition of affairs ‘will 
last. I do not know what the future 
holds." 

Governor Jelks is credited by the lo- 
cal public with having made a ten-strike 
in his action on the Kyle verdict. The 
verdict itself is constryucd as a declara- 
tion on the part of the court that while 
Judge Kyle was guilty, Colonel Higdon 
was just as guilty. As Higdon was not 
on trial, the lightest possible sentence 
was imposed on his antagonist in the 
long quarrels of the regiment. 

Public opinion in Montgomerr was 
strongly for Kyle during the trial and 
there was a general expectation that he 
would be acquitted, 

The light sentence is accepted as mean- 
ing that his guitt was purely technical. 
Governor Jelk’s special order relievifg 
both officers and all the others concerned 
in the squabble from duty is taken to 
mean that he considers one about as 
guilty as the other, and that the good 
of the public service demands that they 
all get out of the way. 

Under the law the goverror has no pow- 
er to call for, the resignations of com- 
missioned officers of 4a regiment, and the 
suspension is equivalent to a _ request 
that the suspended officers resign. Mili- 
tary men here expect that will be the 
outcome, as the invitation is too plain 
to be misconstrued and a failure to act 
on it would prove disastrous to the na- 
tional guard, bringing on a conflict with 
the commander in chief. The impression 
produced by tre trial is wholly unfavora- 
ble to the national guard and the bold 
attempt by Governor Jelks to purify the 
atmosphere of the Third regiment is 
greeted with something very like enthusl- 
asm by the Montgomery people. 

Some military gossip predicts that the 
resignations of the field officers would be 
followed by resignatiorg; of many com- 
pany Officers who are partisans cf the 
respective factions, bringing on a reor- 
ganization of the regiment from top to 
bottom. 


BONDED DEBT OF ALABAMA. 


Governor ihinks He Can Refund It 
Under Terms of Law. 

Montgomery, Ala., Januarv 30.—(Spe- 
clal.)—T’nder the new constitution the 
governor is expreesly authorized to re- 
fund the bonded. debt of the state at 2 
rate not more than 4 per cent. The debt 
is over $9,000,000, about. eight millions 
carrying 5 per cent and one miiljon 4 
per cent. They are due in 19%. The gov- 
ernor’s negotlatiors lead him to hone 
that he can refuné them at a rate but 
lfftle if any exceeding 8 iper cent. Several 
rovernors have undertaken to refund the 
present bonds at a lower rate but the 
vexed question of a gold bond alwavs 
‘nterfcred. Inquirers wanted a gold bond, 
while the governors wanted a currency 
bond. It js underst#od that Sovernor 
Jelks wi!! not let this matter stand in 
the way cf a gcod trade that would save 
the state over hundred thougend dollars 
a year.

J. A. McDaniel Experiments with 
Some New Stock. 

Wayercss, Ga., January 30.—(Special.)— 
J. A. McDaniel, one of the most promi- 
nent sheep raisers in Ware county, is ex- 
perimenting with a new breed of sheep. 
He hes recently purchased a few head 
of Shrorshires, said to be a very fine 
species, both for breeding purposes as 
well as for the excellent wool they pro- 
duce. These shcep came from Illinois 
and are said to be very large. The yield 
of wool per head jis about 13 poundg as 
against three or four from the ordinary 
sheep in this section. Mr. McDaniel says 
the Shropshires s are nct omy very hardy, 
but are wnusually prolific. “We expects to 
raise some fullblooded animals and keep 
the strain pure and will also cross his 
ordinary stock with the new breed in the 
hope of impreving his stock. 

Mr. MeYDani>l has abcut 900 head of 
sheep in tne woods of Ware county from 
which he realizes a good*tyield. He sold 
the past year 100 sheep fer mutton, % 
head of which he shipped to Savanran, 
selline the remainder to the Waycross 
markets. His mutton netted him about 
$1.40 or $1.50 per head. He butchered the 
rams and wethers from his flock, and 
nearly all of his 900 head are ewes. He 
expects a yield of 600 or S00 lambs this 
spring. They are later this season, he 
s3ys, then usual, and will continue to 
come until June. 

Mr. McDaniel is hamptred to some ex- 
tent in his work by not having a pasture 
for his sheep, but he its considering ar- 
ranging a large pasture for them in the 
near futyre.

MANY CHARTERS GRANTED. 


Corporation Law of North Carolina 
Works Well. 

Raleigh, N. C., January 30.—i(Special.)— 
Secretary of State Grimes says the new 
corporation law of Ncrth Carolina is 
found to be eminently satisfactory, so 
much s¢@ that a number of companies 
formed in other states will get charters 
here. He says the law contains all the 
best features of the New Jersey law. Since 
the charterirg of corpyrations by the 
State was begun 1,200 charters have been 
granted. This month the number Is fifty. 
Charters were today granted the South- 
ern Handle Company, of Burlington, 
Capital $50,000. It will make not only all 
kinds cf handles, but many other articles 
Sucn as trolley poles, bobbins, shuttles, 
brooms, ete. A charter was also granted 
the Raleigh Leaf Tobacco Company, cap- 
ital $50,000; ard one to the Corbitt Com- 
pany, of Wilmington, capital $50,000, to 
do a commission business. 

The Dover yarn mill, at Pineville, is to 
be made a weaving mill also, and will be 
doubled in size. Cotton mill men at Gas- 
tcnia will build a $250,000 bleaching, dye- 
ing and printing mill for cotton goods. 
Gaston county has now twenty-eight 
mills, and leads the state as to numbers. 
Indeed, it is hardly probable that any 
other county in the southern states has 
so many. — 


COX HAS A PLAN FOR REVENUE 


It Will Probably Be Adopted by the 
Mississippi Legislature. 

Jackson, Miss., January 30.—(Special.)— 
Mr. Cox, of Prentiss, has presented a 
revenue plan to the legislature which is 
meeting with much favor and will, in all 
likelihood, be a subject of special action 
by the ways and means committee. He 
proposes to reduce the state tax levy to 
5 mills, a drop of 1 mill, and to counter- 
act against a possible deficit by issuing 
$150,000 in long term bonds bearing 3 per 
cent interest. In proposing this scheme he 
has figured out the appropriations 
made at this session of the legislature at 
$4,075,000, which will not be very far from 
the exact amount. It is estimated that 
during the next biennial period the State 
will have an income of $4,100,000, this 
amount being realized on the state assess- 
ment on an average valuation of $242,337,- 
$44 at 6 mills. 

The disbursements for the next two 
years, as estimated by Mr. Cox, do not 
include the money to be spent cn the new 
capitol buiiding. The treasury now has 
on hand $575,000 available for state house 
construction, but even by using this there 
would be a deficit-of $100,000 in the amount 
necessary for the completion of the work. 

The 5 mill levy would lack $400,000 of 
meeting all expenses, and this amount of 
the proposed {750,000 bond issue would be 
immediately used, leaving a surplus of 
$350,000 on hard.

There wete present 
a number of distinguished attorneys, ex- 
perts and several people of prominence, 
directly interested in the Htigation end 
much interest centered in it. The plaintiff 
is represented by McNeill & Levy and 
the defendant by A. Wimbish, of Atianta, 
and Little & Battle, of Columbus.

Major J. F. Hanson, of Macon, who is 
largely interested in Columbus Power 
Company holdings, spent the day im the 
court room. The plaintiff, owner of the 
Clapp’s factory property, alleges that the 
big dam of the Columbus Power Company 
backs water on his property, reducing 
their head 5 feet.

There was a lot of very cheap clap 
trap exploited in the house of repre- 
sentatives the other day when the 
general defictency bill was under de- 
pate. The bill carried an appropriation 
of $500,000 for the erection of perma- 
nent bayfacks and their adjuncts for 
militayy use in Manila. The democratic 
debaters drew out the confession from 
Chairman Cannon of the true nature 
of the item and objected to it as a step 
toward the permanent military occu- 
pancy of the islands.

The Danish West Indies. 

Our readers will no doubt be glad 
to receive some definit® information 
in regard to the Danish West Indies, 
which the United States government 
is now about to purchase. We are 
surprised at the amdunt of ignorance 
which exists’ even among intelligent 
people concerning this much-talked 
~ about little group of islands in the At- 
lantic ocean. Almost daily we are re- 
ceiving letters from curious inquirers 
@ager to know something about them. 

The advantage in mgking the acqui- 
sition of this group offsiands does not 
consist in the increased area which 
they will give tO our already magnifi- 
cent national domain, but rather in 
the strategic position which they oc- 
cupy at the mouth of the Caribbean 

pea; and considering the important 
interests which we have at stake in 
this locality we cannot afford to let 
them fall into the hands of some other 
power. Perhaps it will surprise many 
of our readers to know that the com- 
bined area of the group is only about 
128 square miles, while the aggregate 
population is not over 30,000. The 
group lies in the region of water al- 
most due east of Porto Rico. 

St. Thomas is the principal mé@émber 
of the group and is best known to com- 
merce through the business carried on 
at Charlotte Amalie, which looks out 
upon one of the finest harbors on the 
globe. Besides being a refuge for 
ocean steamers in times of distress 
and storm, it is also a rendezvous for 
the navies of Europe. Some 10,000 
people live at Charlotte Amalie and 


~  aey are chiefly engaged in purveying 


a to the ships which arrivgin the har- 
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| dock give employment to large num- 


bers of men. Supplies of every kind 
are kept on sale fon vessels stopping 
to make purchases. Outside of the 
tree port there are coniparatively few 
points of interest on the island. St. 
Thomas has an area of only 23 miles, 
and perhaps 80 per cent of the inhab 
itants live at Charlotte Amalie. 

St. Johns, which ig only a stone’s 
throw from St. Thomas, is very sparse- 
ly settled, containing less than 1,000 
inhabitants, scattered over an area of 
21 square miles. No harbors imdent 


the coast and the island possesses lit-. 


tle commercial value. Most of the in- 
habitants are engaged in agricultural 
an. pastoral pursuits. 

St. Croix is decidedly the largest 
member of the group, containing 74 
Square miles and 20,000 inhabitants, 
but is not so well known to commerce 
as St. Thomas. Though destitute of 
good harbors the island contains two 
ports which may be entered on most 
occasions by small craft. Sugar and 
rum are manufactured with great suc- 
cess by the natives and large quanti- 
ties of both products are exported to 
toreign countries. 

Less than 20 per cent of the inhab- 
itants of the Danish West Indies are 
white, but the English language is uni- 
versally spoken. Education has been 
compulsory for many years past, and 
So far as the general condition of the 
people is concerned it is superior to 
anything of the kind to be found on 
any of the surrounding islands prior 
to the Spanish-American war. Our 
exports to the Danish West Indies in 
1900 aggregated $624,524, and our im- 
ports $568,935. 

Negotiations looking toward the pur. 
chase of the Danish West. Indies were 
Started by William H. Seward, during 
the administration of President Lin- 
coln, but the proposed acquisition was 
opposed with such bitter hostility by 
Senator Charles Sumner, of Massachu- 
setts, .wzat it failed of consummation. 
Another effort was made to purchase 
the islands during he administration 
of President Grant, but without suc- 
cess. 

however, it now looks as if the Dan- 
ish West Indies are scheduled within 
the next few weeks to come under the 
protection of the American flag. The 
consideration involved is said to be 
$5,000,000, which is not excessive, con- 
sidering the strategic advantages to 
be gained, but the price which Den- 
mark demanded when negotiations 
were first opened was $7,500,000. Sen- 
timent in both sections strongly favors 
the acquisition of the group. 


A People’s Pacific Cable. 

The house committee on commerce 
has decided in favor of a Pacific cable 
constructed, operated and maintained 
by the United States governmeht. 
This is in line with the action pro- 
posed in the case of the isthmian ca- 
nal. Both these great modes of inter- 
course between this country and the 
oriental world are as necessary to the 
government in itself as to the people 
at large. It would not be best, in our 
judgment, since we have Hawaii and 
the Philippines as possessions, and 
growing political and commercial re- 
lations with eastern nations, that 
this great cable-way should be in the 
hands of a private monopoly corpora- 
tion. 

It was. different when Cyrus W. 
Field laid the Atlantic cable. That 
was an experiment. It succeeded and 
now there are plenty of lines of cable 
between this country and Europe, and 
yet the competition between them is 
inappreciable by the public. 

A Pacific cahle that would pay a 
private corporation ought also to pay 
the government, but if it supplies at 
cost the needful rapid communica- 
tion between this country and the ori- 
ent it will be all the better for the 
people and their eastern interests. 
When built according to the terms of 
the pending bill it will enable one to 
send a message to Manila for 56 cents 
per word. Now it costs, by the trans- 
European lines, the prohibitive price 
of $2.48 per word. The total cost of 
the line is fixed at $10,000,000 and 
that is a mere bagatelle compared 
with the great value of. the completed 
cable to the national interests and the 
people at large. 
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Georgia Society in New York.

Thousands of Georgians visit New 
York annually and most of them have 
always felt the desire that Georgians 
might have a common place of meet- 
ing and social recreation. A Georgia 
society with well-equipped club quar- 
ters would obtain a ready vogue with 
all home Georgians whose business or 
pleasures make necessary more or less 
frequent sojourns in the Babylon of 
the new world.

Buena Vista Patriot: If the situation about 
Americus obtains over Georgia, the cotton acre- 
age this year will be far short of that of 
last sesson. This will be due very largely 
to the eorbitant price chargei for provi- 
tions sold on credit, which puts the negro 
‘‘cropper’’ out of business and forces him to 
work for wages. There is no profit in 6-cent 
cotton wher 15 cents meat must be bought 
ty the cropper, to eay nothing of $1.25 corn 
and other foodstuffs in proportion. All sorts 
of food supplies, as is well known,ehave gone 
up in some cases 50 per cent «r ‘nore above 
what they were last year. The ret 
cases cannot make enough 
worked by one man or 
for his advances and for 
the rent of the land, In other words, he can- 
not get enough food advanced him to keep 
him going. The result of this is going to be 
that croppers will hire themselves out rather 
chan take hold of land to work it for them- 
selves. This means that a great deal of land 
in Georgia, as well as other states of the 
scvth, is going to lie idle this yveur.

| PRESIDENT DOLE SOON TO QUIT — 


CONTROL OF DOUGHTY HAWAI~ 7 


By Jos: Ohi. 


Weshington, January 30.—(Special.)— 
The fact that the enemics of Governor 
Dole have triumphed and that the resig- 
naticn of the old, white-whiskered pa- 
triarch who has been such a factor in 
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transferring the Hawaiian islands to the 
American flag, has been called for, cre- 
ates no surprise to those who are at all 
familiar with the situation in Hawaul. 

The change means the triumph of the 
native element over what has been known 
ns the missionary element. By it the 
Kanakas are distinctly on top and the 
men responsible for the overthrow of the 
monarchy have been shorn of the power 
they have exercised. 

That this is a severe blow to the po- 
litical aspirations of some people there 
ean be no doubt or question. What effect 
it will have upon the future can only 


be surmised. 
Politics Chief Industry. 

When I was in Honolulu in November 
I found that the chief industries of the 
islands were sugar and politics. §») ‘ar 
as the surface indications went, politics 
was monopolizing more of the attention 
of the people thar sugar or anything 
else. The anti-Dole faction was making 
itself heard through the n2wspapers in 
loud criticisms cf the administration and 
vociferous demands for the governors 
resignation. The governor himself was 
having very little to say, but his friends 
were having a great deal to say for him. 
These friends are the men’in control cf 
almost all of the commercial interests cf 
the islands. They are called the mission- 
ary element, because in the early days 
the American contingent was essentially 
a missionary one. The so-called mission- 
ary element of today is, however, not 
composed solely of missionaries or sons 
of missionaries, but embrace practically 
all of the Americans of large business 
interests. 

Not all Americans, however, for sinve 
Hawaii has become American territory 


‘there has been a ‘great influx of people 


from the ‘“‘states;” and about nine out of 
ten of these who have gone down there 
have developed into politicians. Some 
of these have allied themselves with the 
natives in the hope of securing political 
jobs through the influence cf the native 
vote, which is the dominating factor. 


Dole Has Strong Backing. 

Governcr Dole, as I have said, had at 
his back a great majority of the substan- 
tial white men of the islands. At the 
time he was appointed by President Mic- 
Kinley a great many of these men ex- 
pressed a preference to somebody els, 
solely on the ground that because of his 
activity in the overthrow of the 
archy they regarded it as unwise to nom- 
inate Dole; but after he was appointcd 
these men rallied to his support and have 
strongly opposed every movement looking 
to his overthrow. I found.a number of 
such in Honolulu, and the almost univer- 
sal testimony was that Governor Dole 
has given a good administration. No man 
In the islands doubts his honesty. He ig, 
however, nothing of a politician, and it 
is his failure to handle small things in a 
pelitic way that ‘s responsible for his 
dismissal—for that is what this demand 
for his resignat:on amounts to. 

His own followers have criticised him 
most for his lack of political sense. Thev 
point to his retention in office of a num- 
ber of his leading pelitical ene- 
mies as eviderce of the claim 
that, however good a governor he 
may be, he has proven a very 
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poor political leader; and their criticisms 
are doubtless well grounded, for he has 
retained in office men whose position gave 
them an opportunity to undermine his ad- 
ministration. 

A number of instances of this lack of 
political wisdom were told me by men 
who were doing everything in their power 
to uphold his adminfstfation and leader- 
ship. Most.of these were apparently 
trivial, but they evidently seemed of 
great importance fo the people of the 
islands: at least, they gave the enemies 
of the administration an opportunity to 
criticise. They have accufnulated in 
such a way as to present an Array which 
seemed to the president to warrant the 
contention of Governor Dole’s enemies 
that a younger and more. vigorous man 
should be installed in the excutive of- 


fice. . 
Harold Sewall’s Part. 


Harold Sewall and his fMends have 
been very largely responsible for the over- 
throw of Governor Dole. Sewall wanted 
th governorship when Dole was first ap- 
pointed, and fallirlk to get it, has fig- 
ured in the oppositfon to Governor Dole’s 
administration. . was a rg — 
the governorship himself and was count- 
ing 30 his long friendship with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to land the fob. Colonel 
Sam Parker came on here in support of 
Sewall, but instead of the place going 
to the son of the former candidate for 
vice president. Cofonel Parker gets it. 

Colonel Barker fs a bigy tall, hand- 
some Kanaka, with considerable white 
blood in his veins. is ene of the wealth- 
fest men in the tslands, Is a close friend 
of Queen Lil, and his appointment {fs 
sure to bring much joy to the hearts 
of the natives. He is a man of ability 
and there is every reason to believe that 
he will make a good governor, though 
a great manv Americans interested in 
business in Hawai! will doubt the wis- 
dom of a native governor at this time. 


They Fight at the Polls. 


The Kanak&s are a peace-loving people 
with no fight in them. After the over- 
throw of their government it was ex- 
pected that they would create trouble, 
but they seem to have taken the wise 
position that the thing for them to do 
was to fight the battle at the polls. 
They have stuck pretty close together 
and their power was manifested at the 
last election for congress, when ‘Bob’? 
Wileox. who ran as a native irdependent 
candidate, defeated both the revublican 
and democratic nominees, although these 
were, like Wilcox, natives. The repub- 
lican nominee was Colonel Parker, who 
has just been named for governor, and 
the democratic nominee was Prince Da- 
vid. who cut such a spectacular figure 
at the last democratic national conven- 
tion. Both of these are ponular. but Wil- 
cox ran on A distinctly independent na- 
tive home rule platform and was the vic- 
tor. Tt was simnrlv a case of inciting 
the prejudices of the natives, and he 
was in a position ‘to eo fr “er In the 
wav of talk and promises t'@* either of 
the others. 

Whether the anpointment of Parker 
will strenethen the renublican party in 
the islands is a question. The indica- 
tions are that it will. There has been 
a strone possibility of the Wilcox crowd 
going in and absorbing the republican 
partv through the capture of the party 
machinery. 

Wileoy waa sent to Washineton as an 
indenendent on a “home rule” platform. 
Tt was alleced that fn his canvas he went 
so far as to promise -the restoration of 
the monarchy which is still dear to the 
Kanaka heart. This he hae diplomatiecsl- 
lv dented. but the fact is he went very 
near eninge that far with his promises, 
if he did not en the entire way. 

After he had served one session as 
delezate from the territorv. he went 
hack. got his people together and .un- 
folded to them a new scheme. It Was 
that his party. which had been known 
as the home rule party, should change 
its name to the home rule republican 
partv. THe exnlained that while it was 
all rieht to be recognized as an inde- 
nendent In Hawall. It was verv necessary 
for him. in order to get the best results, 
tr he recognized as -f republiilean tn 
Washington: and on his’ advice the 
change In the name of the party was 
made. 

The Dole people who have controlled 
the republican orgrnization have heen 
fearful that these Wilcox peonle would 
not be content with calling themselves 
republicans. bnt that they would go 
into the republicen caucus and capture 
the machinery. They undonbtedly have 
had the nower to do this. The other re- 
publicans have argued to ‘the nresident 
that the removal of Dole would bring 
about harmonv and more satisfaction. on 
the part of the native element. and {ft 
was largely becavee of the belfef that 
the selection of Colonel Parker would 
read off this Wileox movement that 
the president has chosen him to suc- 
ceed Dole rather than Sewall or some 
sre representative of the white ele- 
ment. 
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PASSING THRONG. 


HERE is one firm in Atlanta that 
+ has taken a most progressive step, 

one which will doubtless result in a 
largely increased business, and which 
other concerns in the city would do well 
to follow. 

The firm in question has decided in 
future to pay out nothing but new money, 
and to that end the proprietor gets from 
the treasury department at Washington 
every week $2,000 in brand new $1 bills. 
When a customer presents a % or $10 
note to pay for what he buys, he gets his 
change in bright, crisp new bills that 
have never even been folded. This fact 
has already attracted to the place the 
custom of those who are anxious to gct 
new money. It is a stroke of enterprise 
which works well both for the proprietor 
and the customer. 

There is one Atlanta bank, it Is said, 
which always pays out new money, and 
there ought to be more financial and 
business institutions in Atlanta to do the 
game thing. Sooner or later others will 
have to come to it as the result of com- 
petition, for of the value of new money 
as a drawing card there can be no dis- 
pute. The cost of paying out new money 
in change and otherwise is merely nom- 
Inal, there being no other expense than 
the express charges for transporting the 
eash +o and from the treasury depart- 
ment at Washington, and it is an invest- 
ment that is bound to pay big returns. 

Ola monéy and dirty money is not near 
eo acceptable as the clean, crisp paper 
just from the bureau of engraving and 
printing.

Six Prisoners Entered Federal 
Prison. Yesterday, 


Jwocf Them on Whom the Steel 


Door Shut Are Past Sixty-Five 
Years of Age—Both Sen- 
tenced for Pension 
Fraud. 


The first prisoners to pass through the 
éteel door of the new federal] prison went 
in yesterday afternoon. The men—six in 
rumber—were under the watchful eye of 
Chief Deputy Marshal J. H. Rinard. 

Two of the prisoners, whose ages made 
them particularly noticeable, were G. W. 
Clarke, a white man, 6 years old, and 
Caesar Davis, a negro, who has recently 
passed the prescribed limit of three score 
and ten years. The two old men are serv- 
ing sentences of fivé years each for vio- 
lating the United States pension law. The 
‘prisoners transferred to the new prison 
yesterday began serving their sentences 
in the Fuiton county jail, as the new 
prison was not ready for occupancy at 
the time of their conviction, which wags 
at the October term of the United States 
court before Judge Newman. The other 
lawbreakers transferred to the new pris- 
on yesterday were R. D. Stallings, of Car- 
roll county, who will serve a five years’ 
sentence for counterfeiting. Handy Mid- 
dlebrook, a negro, will serve three years 
for a similar offense. John Sanford, con- 
victed of robbing a postoffice, will serve 
three years and J. H. Henson and Oscar 
Bishop will serve fifteen months each for 
making ‘‘moonshine’’ whisky. 

Davis is the only one of the prisoners 
received yesterday whose home is in this 
county. 

United States Marshal Walter Johnson 
received a message yesterday stating that 
the federal prison was ready for the re- 
ception of prisoners. He notified Warden 
Hawk, who had the seven federal pris- 
oners in his charge, to remove them to 
the new prison. None of the prisoners 
expréssed any dissatisfaction at the 
change of quarters. 

There was no formal ceremony at the 
opening of the new prison. A deputy 
marshal, under instructions from Marshal 
Johnson's office, brought the prisoners to 
the new prison, where they were assigned 
to their respective cells without delay. 


SWILLING IS STILL ABSENT. 


He Left His Home at Gainesville a 
Week Ago. } 


Gainesville, Ga., January 30.—(Special.) 
J. F. Swilling, a white man who moved 


.. to Gainesville about six months ago from 
— ai rnesville, 


left his home here last 

ursday night and has not since return- 
ed. Whether he is off on a business 
trip or whether he has deserted his ‘wife 
and children, is not known. He left no 
méssage and has not written or sent 
any word to anyone. during the time 
of his absence. 

Swilling is an agent for the Singer 
Sewing Machine Company and has been 
selling machines throughout this section 
for some time. So far as known he maeaie 
a good agent, but there has never been 
any great degree of prosprity in his home, 
his wife and children now being in rather 
destitute circumstancs. 

After eating his supper last Thursday 
night he went to the home of a man 
who owed him $1.90, it is said, and also 
to another who owed him $3. He failed 
to return home that night, but the wife 
did not become alarmed; but after his 
absence of a day or two she had friends 
to institute a search for him, fearing 
that perhaps he had been foully dealt 
with. This theory was abandoned, how- 
ever, and the wife has come to the econ- 
clusion that he has deserted her. She 
does not believe, nor does anyone else 
here, that he misappropriated any money, 
for but Httle ever passed through his 
hands. 

As he has left home on former oc- 
casions for from one week to three 
months but few put credence in the re- 
port that he has been foully dealt 
with or that he has wantonly deserted his 
family. 

While living at Carnesville, Mrs. Swill- 
ing served as postmistress for four years 
under the late President McKinley’s ad- 
ministration. There are seven children 
in the family, their ages ranging from 
11 months to,.15 years. 


REDDING PLEADED GUILTY. 


Judge Then Sentenced Him to Hard 
Labor for Life. 

Griffin, Ga.. January 30.—(Special.)—WiI- 
ley Redding entered a plea of guilty to 
the charge of murder this afternoon in 
the superior court and Judge Reagan 
sentenced him to hard labor in the pen- 
itentiary for life. 

Redding is the negro who killed Hardy 
LAndsey last Friday while quarreling over 
a debt of 16 cents. Immediately after 
the kffling Redding left the scene »f the 
crime, but was arrested last Monday by 
Sheriff Crgwford, of Butts county. 

The grand jury was in session at the 
time of the killing and even before the 
arrest of the negro had found a true bill 
charging him with murder. The case wes 
celled this afternoon and counsel for the 
defense provailed upon him entering a 
plea of guilty, thereby saving him from 
the gallows. 

The case against G. A. Martin, who) is 
charged with the murder of Oscar Allen, 
went to the jury at 2:30 this afternvon af- 
ter having been on trial three days. 
When court adjourned for the day the 
jury had not arrived at a verdict.

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STORY OF SKBLETON HAND 


B. F. A. Saylor, of Rome, Tells of 
Desecration of Grave. 


GRAND JURY IS INVESTIGATING 


Parties Who Opened Grave of God- 
frey Baznesley, Partially Exhumed 
Body of Mrs. Schwartz. 


Rome, Ga, January 30.—(Special.)—As 
particulars of the desecration of Godfrey 
Barnesley’s grave come to light, the deed 
assumes even a more grewsome aspect 
than when first reported through The 
Constitution's columns. 

B.'F. A. Saylor, president of the Rome 
Petroleum and Iron Company, has lived 
at the historic Barnesley home for many 
years. About this home and the family 
which gives it the name there clusters 
ante-bellum stories as rare and stirring 
as ever filled any work of fiction. Here 
is the spot supposed to be the scene of 
Mrs. Wilson's powerful romance, ‘‘St. 
Elmo.”’ 

Mr. Saylor, in an interview today, de- 
tailed the story of the exhuming of 
Godfrey Barnesley’s body and the. sever- 
ing of the skeleton hand. 

“The old family burying ground,”’ said 
he. “is about 300 yards south of the 
house and is grown about with dense 
wood and underbrush, which afforded 
the vandal or vandals excellent conceal- 
ment for their ghastly work. 

“The grave of my mother in law, Mrs. 
Schwartz, who died about three years 
ago, was opened and the body parttally 
exhumed. Not finding what was wanted 
here, the grave was left open to the 
elements, and Mr. Barnesley’s last rest- 
ing place was dug up. The skeleton was 
dragged out and the left hand separated 
at the wrist joint. 

“Several days afterwards, judging from 
the appearances, my son, while out hunt- 
ing, passed through the cemetery and 
made the frightful discovery. You can 
better imagine our horror and indigna- 
tion. The grand jury of Baftow county 
is now probing into the matter, and we 
Shall spare no trouble or expense to 
run the foul perpetrators to earth.” 

After the death of Godfrev Rarneslev 
his son went fo Brazil, and fs a man of 
wealth and influence there now. God- 
frey Barnesley, grandson of the dead 
man, spent the summer at his old home. 
He is taking a dental course {in a Phila- 
delphia college and is a brilliant young 
fellow. :

HIS REASONS FOR RUNNING 


Alleges There Is a Lack of Systeni 
in the Schools of State as at Pres- 
ent Managed, and That There 
Are Several Things 
Still Lacking. 


Valdosta, Ga., January 30.—(Special.)— 
Professor W. B. Merritt, of this city, 
candidate for state school commissioner, 
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W. B. MERRITT. 
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makes the following announcement to- 
day: 

“To the People of Georgia: The fact 
that so many have been urged to an- 
nounce is very strong evidence of the 
State-wide desire for a change in the 
office of state school commissioner.

Nathaniel Greene, which now rest in the 
yault of the Southern bank of this city, 
will be quite an important event and na- 
tional in cheracter. 

Bince the successful search for the re- 
mains mere than a year ago, conducted 
by Colonel Asa Bird Gardiner, of New 
York, there has been considerable Joubt 
as to- what disposition should be made 
of the relics of the revolutionary gener.l 
and his son, the latter being found with 
i those of his father. As this section ws 
the scene of the successful military 9p- 
erations by which Gercral Greene greatly 
added to his reputation, and as Savannah 
was the home of himself and his family 
after the war and their resting place 
after death, and the only mon.iment to 
hig memory in the United States has 
been erected here, Savannahians nacu- 
rally felt that the remains should prop- 
erly be reinterred here. On the other 
hand, as Generg! Greene was a native of 
Rhode Island, and as there are descen j- 
ents of the family in that state, 1t wis 
thoneht Ukely that a combination of 
family and state pride might bring about 
the removal of the remains there. 

The matter of the disposition of the 
remains has been largely left to Colonel 
Gardiner, to whom the credit for their 
discovery is chiefly due. Colonel Gardiner 
is of the opinion that the relatives should 
sav what disposition should be made, and 
as Mrs. R. T. Waller, of Savannah, is a 
direct descendant of General Greene, she, 
} together with the societies cf the Daugh- 
ters 2nd Sons of the Revolution of Sa- 
vanneh have been intrusted with the care 
of the sacred relics. 

There have been several conferences 
held, and a programme has heen par- 
tially mepped. It has been decifed that 
the remains ghall be freinterred this 
spring under the Greene monument in 
Johnson equare. The matter will b2 
brought to the attes®ion of both th. state 
eacieties of the Sons and Daughters of 
the Revolution at their meetings next 
month, and beth the socicties will be 
invited to participate. 

As President Roosevelt is a member of 
the Georgia Society of the Sons of the 
Revolution he will be extended an invita- 
tion not only to be present, but to make 
the principal address cf the occasion. It 
is believed that the )@esident, because 
of the historic connection of his Georgia 
ancestors with these events which will 
be commemorated, will take advantag2 
of the occasion to pay a fitting tribute 
to one of the heroes of the revolution. 
There whi be other distinguished guests, 
ef course, and it is probable that the 
Rhede Island society wiil be invited to 
participate. It is also proposed to mark 
the site in Colonial park where G2nera! 
Greene's remairs lay undisturbed for one 
hundred years, potwithsatanding the many 
stories of their inysterious disappearance.

Insurance of Consumptives. 

London ‘Westminster Review: The kind 
of iegislation England requires particu- 
larly is a system of insurance such as 
that adopted by the German state inva- 
lidity insuramce companies. At present, 
consumptives age practically prohibited 
from all forms of insurances, and consid- 
ering that tuberculosis is realy a precent- 
able disease, some practical scheme 
shculd be adopted to prevent it. .In Ger- 
many when a laborer or servant enters 
upon any business he is compeiled to in- 
sure against tuberculosis, and should he 
at any period betray symptoms of the dis- 
ease, he is at once sent to the state san- 
atorium. 

This, to my mind, is a very sensible 
method of dealing with the consumption 
problem, for it seizes the disease when 
it most readily lends its2if to treatment, 
and moreover causes less expense. Dr. 
Weicker, cf Geerbersdorf, to whom many 
patients are sent, says that the percent- 
age of such cures are far in excess of 
thoee effected in private patients; indeed, 
his latest returns show a percentage of 
so established cures with an average of 
only 76% days’ sojourn at the sanatorium. 
Thus, it will be seen,’ the government 
sends patients to the sanatorium at a 
much earlier and mere favorable period 
than the family physician. In 1879, thirty- 
seven of these goverrment insurance com- 
panies collectively assisted 4,430 consump- 
tives, of whom 4,42 were sent ts the sub- 
sidized sanatoria. In the same year 
these companies ~ invested altogether 
1,300,00 marks for consumptives, and for 
1898 a fund of 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 has been

A BOND 


GOVERNOR INVESTIGATING. 


ISSUED IN 1854 


= 


OVERNOR CANDLER is investigat- 
ing the validity of a $509 bond of the 


state of Georgia, issued in February, 
1854, around which there centers an in- 
teresting story of the war peried. The 
bond in question was sent to Colonel R. 
J. Lowry by a party in Indiana with the 
request that he make inquiry and see !f 
it was redeemable. 

Colonel Lowry took the bond to the 
treasury department and asked that an 
investigation be made to determine 
whether it wes worth anything. The 
case was laid before Governor Candler, 
and while he has not reached any conclu- 
gion with regard to it, he has a theory 
which he believes is the correct one. 

In 1854 the legislature authorized the 
issuance of $375,000 of gold 6 per cent 
ponds for the purpose of taking up a like 
amount of gold 7 per cent bonds of the 
Central bank. The holders of these 7 per 
cent bonds refused to exchange them for 
the 6 per cent vartety, and they were put 
inte the treasury vault at Miliedgeville. 
These bonds had been signed by Govern- 
or Herschel V. Johnson and Secretary of 
State M. V. Watkins. 

In the treasury this issue of 6 per cent 
bonds remained until Sherman's army 
marched through Georgia, and the fed- 
eral troops got possession of the state 

vernment and along with it the treas- 
ury. Then this issue of $375,000 6 per cent 
bonds was etolen and an cffort was made 
to sell them in the west. 

The bond commission of 1870 repudiated 
these ‘bonds along with a lot of others 
that were issued under the republican 
control of the state, ard though years ago 
many of them were presented to the 
treasury from ‘tfme to time, none of them 
were ever paid. For years nothing has 
been heard of any of them. 

Thé general supposition is that these 
were all $1,000 bonds, but the $50) bond 
now under investigation is exactly like 
the igsue referred to in all respects ex- 
cept its denomination. It is of the same 
date, worded the same ard bears the 
same interest. Governor Candler is of 
the opinion that it is one of the same 1854 
bonds that were stolen in 1884 when the 
federal troops mude their raid on the 
“treasury. He has ne definitely decided 
what hé will do about it, however, and is 
etid continuing the i::vestigation.

RAILROAD RETURNS. 

ITHIN a few weeks the annual 
W returns for taxation will begin 
coming in from the railroads and other 
public utility corporations to Comptroller 
General W.-A. Wright. 

Comptroller Wright believes that he 
will get through with the returns this 
year without so many,arbitrations as had 
to be held last vear, because the railroad 
people now thoroughly understand the sit- 
uation, and there is no reason why an 
agreement age to the returns should not be 
reached without any difficulty. 

‘From eH accounts I expect good in- 
creose in the railroad returrs this year,”’ 
Comptroller General Wright sald yester- 
day. “The ratiroad reports show they 
are all doing well and many of them are 
putting in new equipmert and polling 
stock. The increase in the railroad and 
corporaticn returns last year was about 
$5,500,000, and I hope it will be as much, 
if not more, than that this year. 

“T hope we will be able te gat through 
with the work this year with fewer arbi- 
trations than were r<ceesary last year. 
There is ro particular reason why there 
should be gs0 many arbitrations this year 
unless the: railroads try to reduce their 
rturns, and I do not think that will be 
done th afy extent! The state generally 
geems to be prosperous and I belteve the 
returns of all property will show a good 
healthy increase this year, as they did 
last.”’ 


INSURANCE TAXES. 
ANY of the irsurance comparies 
Mi are now paying thelr specific taxes 


to Comptroller General W. A. Wright, 
thongh they have until March 1 to settle 


| this account. However, many of the com- 
panies do not seem to be.iaking advan- 
tage of the time limit this year, as they 
usually do. ; 

Comptrciler Wright does not think there 
will be any material increase in the re- 
ceipts from this source this year. While 
several new companies have come into 
the state, others have withdrawn and the 
eituation is kept about eveniy balanced. 

Georgia gets abovt $100,000 a year and a 
little more from insurance taxé&s. Each 
insurance company dcing business in the 
state pays $40 for the privilege and 33 
for each of its agents. In addition to that 
each local agent pays the state a l- 
cerse fee of $10, and each general agent 
$50. These are the specific taxes in addi- 
tion to which each company pays the 
state 1 per cent of the grose premiums 
collected. These are all fhe taxes paid 
by ingurance companies, but they have 
for several years amounted to a little 
over $100,000 annually, sfwwing that a 
iarge insurance business is done in Geor- 


gia.

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NEGRO COMPANIES 
UNDER INSPECTION 


Major Teague Crosses the River and 
Will Have To Resign. 


| CAPTAIN DAVIS AGAIN RETIRES 


Atlanta’s Negro Connie. To Be In- 
spected Monday—Conference To 
Be Held Over Military. Fund. 
Overcoats and Blan- 

kets Are Issued. 


Major Newton A. Teague, of:the Third 
battafon, Tthird infantry, of Augusta, has 
tendered his resignation to the governor 
through Adjutant Generali Robertson be- 
cause he has taken up his residence out- 
side of the state. Major Teague’s case 
is a very peculiar one. He has been liv- 
ing in Augusta fcr years and receutly 
moved across the river to North Augusta, 
on the South Carolina side, though he 
continues to do busiress in Augusta. 

When he made his change of residence 
Major Teague sent in his resignation 


through Colonel Usher Thomagon, of the |

not to lose so good an officer, so he re- 
quested in his indorsement that Major 
Teague be retained, if hs could be legal- 
ly, even though he had moved outside o 
the state. This, however, cannot be done. 
The matter was referred to Attorney Gen- 
eral J. M. Terrell, who decided that Major 
Teague having become a citizen of South 
Carolina, could no longer retain his com- 
mission in the state service, and the res- 
ignation will, therefore, have to he ac- 
cepted. 
On the Retired List. 

An order was passed by direction of 
Governor Candler yesterday putting on 
the retired list Captain W. C. Davis, of 
comipany A, Second infantry, known as 
the Dublin Guards. The Dublin Guarés 
have just be2n disbanded by order of 
the governor. under the recommendation 
of the state military adviscry board, and 
Captain Davis was the only remaining 
officer of the company, the two lieu- 
tenants having resigned some time ago. 
The company has been ordered to turn its 
equipment in to the state. 

This is the second time Captain Davis 
has been on the roll of retired officers 
of the state. Whensthe Dublin Guards 
were reorganized he was cailed forth 
frcm his retirement and urged to accept 
the command, which he did. But in spite 
of everything that could be done the com- 
pany eeems to have gone to pieces 
thrcugh'a lack of interest. 

Commissions have just been issued by 
Adjutant General James W. Roberteon 
to First Lieutenant Loyd Massenburg and 
Second Lieutenant Starr, of the Floyd 
Rifles, at Macon. These two young ofti- 
cers made an average of iW per cent 
In thelr examinations ang were highly 
complimented, both by e examining 
board and by Adjutant General Rwb- 
ertson, who said thcir papers were among 
the prettiest and cleanest that have eoane 
into the cffice since he has been connect- 
ed with ft. 

Inspecting Negro Troops. 

Inspector Goneral W. G. Obear has just 
completed the inspection of the five. ne- 
gro companies in Savannah, and is look- 
ing after other commands in the south- 
érn part of the state. He will be here the 
latter part of the week, and on Monday 
night he will inspect the Fulton Guards 
of this city, the only negro company in 
Atlanta. 

It is probable also that the Atlanta 
Zouaves, company A, Fifth regiment, will 
be inspected shortly. They were recom- 
mended for disbandment by the advi- 
sory board, but will not be disbanded. 
They have never been inspected since 
electing new officers, and are said now.-to 
be in a better condition than ever before. 

The Atlanta Artill4ry has been greatly 
improved since the battéry was put on 
prebation by the advisory board, and will 
not be in danger, it is sald, of losing 
their charter 

Captain W. E. Coney, adjutant of ‘the 
First infantry, of Savannah, was in the 
city yesterday and called on the adjutant 
general and the governor. His requisition 
was honored for 209 overcoats and 209 
blankets for the First regiment. These 
will be used on the cvuming visit of a part 
of the regiment to Charleston on Feb- 
ruary 22. 

Within a few days Governor Candler 
will hold a conference with the adjutant 
general, the assistant adjutant general 
and the inspector general with a view t» 
determining what. should be done with 
the military fund. It is a serious ques- 
tion with the governor whether the rec- 
ommendations of the advisory board as 
to regimental encumpments can be ecar- 
ried out with the funds in hand, and an 
effort wil. .be-mad\ at this conference 
to determine what is the best way to use 
the money.

The Last Spike Driven. 

The last spike has been driven on the 
Vidalia extension of the Macon, Dublin 
and Savatiinah, and the first train between 
Macon and Vidalia was run Wednesday. 

There are 3 miles of the track which 
still require some work, and it will be 
several days before the road will begin 


‘| to operate passenger trains. As yet no 


official announcement has been made of 
the schedule that will be adopted, but it 
is understood that the new road will run 
a train connecting with the,Seaboard at 
Vidalia and the Southern at Macon, 
which will greatly reduce the time be- 
tween Savannah and Atlanta. If this 
echedule is perfected, passengers will be 
able to leave Savannah at 7:25 a. m. over 
the Seaboard and arrive in Macon in 
time to connect with the Southern, which 
reaches Atlanta at 4:1€ p. m. 

Itis statedthatby May 1 the Macon, Dub- 
lin and Savannah and the Seaboard Air 
Line will have through trains in opera- 
tion between Macon and Savannah. It is 
hardly thought that tiie Southern will 
give anything more than connections at 
Macon for Atlanta. 

The new route will have an advantage 
in mileage over the Central of Georgia, 
and the rumor that it proposes to beat 
the Central several hours between Atlanta 
and Savannah has been the cause of 
much gossip among Aflanta railway 
men. 

Many express the belief that the Cen- 
tral will have something coming to meet 
this competition and a restoration of the 
famous Nancy Hanks train. is spoken of 
as quite possible. 

When the Macon, Dublin and Savannah 
makes its trial p.igsenger run between 
Savannah and Macon the results will be 
awaited with much interest. 

Financial Status of Seaboard. 

The statement as to the financial condi- 
tions of the Seaboard Air Line made by 
John L. Williams & Co. in offering $100,000 
of its 4 per cent first mortgage bonds for 
sale shows that the Seaboard was quite 
successful fn earnings during 1901.

‘‘Hon. L. Mims, Mayor, Atlanta, Ga. 

“I have received the kind invitation of the 
mayor and council of Atlanta for Prince Henry 
of Prussia to visit Atlanta during his stay 
in the United States. I beg to acknowledge 
gratefully this kind thought, ‘which will be 
deeply appreciated. by his royal highness, anf 
regret to say that, owing to the very short 
stay of Prince Henry, his royal] highness will 
unfortunately not be able to visit Atlanta. 

‘* HOLLEN BEN.’ 

Mayor Mims was 6nc of the most ardent 
supporters of the movement to have the 
German prince spend a short tirae in At- 
lanta when he and. his. p@rty are in the 
south, and he expressed himself yester- 
day as regretting very much that the 
plans of the distingnished visitor were 
such as to preclude any possibility of his 
coming t» this city, even for a few hours. 

“This, as I take it, is the first time that 
Atlantans have had an opportunity of 
entertaining one of the royal blood,” safd 
the mayor, “and I have no dowbt but 
that the city at large wili regret that 
cirsumstances are such as to prevent 
Prince Henry and hig suite from includ- 


ing Atlanta in the itinerary of the 
party’s tour of the United States.”’ 

Those who w'll probably be more deep- 
ly interested in the prince’s plans than 
any one clse will be the members of the 
German colony in tnis city. They have 
been exccedingly anxious to have Prihce 
Henry and his retinue spend a few hours 
in Atlanta, and-the members of the 
Freundschaftsbund, the representative 
German organization here, have signified 
their desire to cooperate with the city 
officials in any way to secure the prince’s 
presence here next month. 

Price Henry will visit, among other 
places, the famous “Chickamauga battle 
field near Chattanooga, and it was gen- 
erally supposed that in the event the 
proper steps wtre take.a,immedately ne 
might be induced to extend the tour as 
far south as Atlanta. 

It appears, however, that the plans cf 
the trip hav: already been arranged and 
will not permit of any amendment, such 
as would give the prince and his party 
en apportunity of coming to Atlanta.

The committee on streets, of which 
Councilman Glass is chairman, hell 2 
meeting at the city hall yesterday after- 
noon. : 

B. M. Woolley, vice president of the 
Continental Land Company, appeired 
before the committee with a petition for 
the opening of Ormond street from Cap- 
{tol avenue to Cherokee avenue. Mr. 
Woolley told the committce that 
the residents of the vicinity were 
very anxious to have th? pgoposed 
improvement pushed to a peedy 
conclusion. He stated that there 
Was no way to get to the park from that 
part of the city except by walking arouad 
to the south and then through Georgia 
avenue. He gsaid that the opening of Or- 
mond strect would ccset approximately 
from $3,000 to $4,000.° Mr. Woolley told 
the committee that he would be willing 
to pay one-fourth of the cost of the open- 
ing. 

The committee will pay a visit to Or- 
mond street and see what is hest to 
be done in ‘the matter. 

New Street Wanted. 

Councilman Beck appeared before the 
committee with a petition setting forth 
that from North avenue to Angier ave- 
nue, between Jackson street and the 
Boulevard, a distance of 1,700 feet, ther 
is no intersecting street, and asking that 
Linden avenve be opened from Jacksn 
strest to the Boulevard. At present Lin- 
den avenue runs from, West Peachtree 
and stops a* Jacksor strect. It besins 
again at the Boulevard The cost of 
openirne this strect Is estimated at $3,000. 

A petition signed by numerous property 
holders along Ponce de Leon aven#e was 
considered and a resolution adopted to 
place sidewalk end curb aiong that ve- 
nue from Fort street to the city limits. 
CounciIiman Beck resented the. petition 
and spoke for the property owners, show- 
ing the need for this improvement. 

Councilmen Fincher’s resolution to pave 
Peters street with macadam from Castle- 
berry street to Park street, at a cyst not 
to exéeed $4,500, and to pave the game 
strect from Castleberry street to the 
Southern railway with belgian blocks to 
be teken from Whitehall street, at a cost 
of $500, was reported favorably. 

Kennedy street was reported to the 
committee to’ be in a di&graceful condi- 
tion. It is said that it is not only impos 
sible for wagons and other vehicles to 
navigate the thoroughfare, but any ait- 
izen who attempts to walk on Kennedy 
street is running a risk of breakinz his 
neck. The committee will gv to Kennedy 
street today and investigate its cundl- 
tion. 

A resolution was adopted to change the 
name of Magnclia street between Ma- 
rietta and Luckie streets to West Cain 
street. All of the original deeds and 
other real estate instrumefits of property 
on this street mention. it as ‘““West “ain 
Street,’”” and the residents are in favor cf 
the change.
